(LPA)—The Phila- | 
delphia County Medical Society | 
heard their new president tell them. | 
medical care costs too much, and | 
something must be done about it. 

Dr. Louis B. Laplace, heart spe-| 
cialist, in his inaugural address, 
urged the profession to “change 
the technique of medical pxactice 
here to provide lower medical costs 
for specialized care, and to aid in 
setting up a program for the treat- 
ment of the indigent. sick.” 

He sugegsted group practice to 
reduce fees for specialized care; a 
municipally-supported program for 
the indigent; and improved. volun- | 
tary insurance plans to meet the | 
costs of office practice and long- | 
term illness.

™. I$ CONTROL TALK JELLING? 


Finally there is loud talk about putting on price con- 
trols. Much.rumor says it is due, but what looks like a 


_ deliberate plan to fleece the American people out of 


eS 


many more billions than have ever before been taken 
from them in peace time seems now in full operation. 
For several months price levels have been continually 
increasing until today when the government price index 
exceeds the highest price levels attained in our genera- 
tion. As every housewife knows prices have not only 
still been going up of late but they have been boosted 
faster and stronger than ever. 

Evidently the profiteers of the entire country have 
been having the time of their lives reaping ever increas- 
ing profits from the helpless public, whose only out now 
is to quit buying. If practically everybody did just that 
with the worst offenders it would undoubtedly produce 
real results. But why unorganized consumers should be 
obliged to resort to such boycotts when, the better and 
far more sensible remedy Already months ago was to slap 
‘on rigorous price controls, is what stufiips most con- 
sumers. Fee . 

In the face of rising public protest our government 
officials are talking of acting but do not even now seem 
to be in any hurry to invoke effective price controls to 
halt the orgy of price gouging now so rampant every- 
where. It looks very much like a deliberate plan to let 
‘prices soar unrestricted as long as:possible in order to 
‘create more profits to tax. Putting on contréls at this 
belated time’ will merely peg and legalize present day 
high prices. Hence with controls or no controls we are 
now in a very bad mess and prospects none too bright 
for much improvement in the near future. 


HIGH PRICES KEEP AHEAD 


Among the simple, concrete economic facts that 
everybody should be aware of, but are not, is the often 
demonstrated truth that the chief cause for increases in 
wages is that living costs always increase first. It rarely 
happens that demands for more wages come immediately 
or even soon. Usually prices of what people must have 
to live go -up gradually for several years before wage 
earners make any demands. Finally demands for wage 
increases assume the form of negotiations and occasion- 
ally result in strikes, if no redress can be obtained by 
other means. 

All economists understand and recognize that living 


costs invariably go up before demands for wage in- 


creases are made or granted. Yet in spite of this well 
established principle the general public is being con- 
tinually flooded with reading matter that takes the posi- 
tion that it is the wage increases that make it necessary 
to boost prices. To many people this explanation looks 
plausible and they accept it as the last Word in their dis- 
torted economic thinking. But the real truth. still 
remains that as a general rule and well established prin- 
ciple of economics increases in living costs constitute 
the chief and determining cause for practically all 
demands for more wages. 

An examination of official government statistics will 
prove that wages have not kept pace with prices during 
our lifetime. Somehow the price fixers seem to keep 
Several steps ahead of wage adjusters at all times, thus 
making the gap ever larger.

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Dodge by Doctors 


(Reprinted from “Labor,” National AFL Weekly, and the LLPE Reporter) 


If anyone awards a prize for the “most disgraceful perform- 


ance of the year,” it should go to the young doctors of Wash- 
ington, though their professional brethren elsewhere gave 


them keen competition.for th 
Army authorities revealed this 
week that about half of the “draft- 
eligible” doctors in the nation’s 
capital have been found “physi- 
cally unfit” for military service. 
Also that the same thing hap- 
pened with shockingly large per- 
centages of the young doctors in 
other parts of the country. 


What does this extraordinary 
development mean? Let’s go back 
briefly to the beginning of the 
Story. 

During the Second World War, 
Uncle Sam exempted large num- 
bers of medical students from mili- 
tary “service, and paid for their 
extremely expensive education. 
~ Thus, these young men not only 
escaped any share in the fighting, 
but also got years of medical 
training at public expense. Many 
of them have never served a day 
in the armed forces. 

After the Korean war began, 


Uncle Sam repeatedly appealed toi teered, 


these doctors to pay their debt to 
the American people, by volunteer- 
ing to care for the fighting men. 
The Army offered medical volun- 
teers fancy commissions as officers, 
with a “bonus” of $100 a month 
on top of generous salaries. 
Nothing doing, practically no 
doctors stepped forward to volun- 
teer! So Uncle Sam talked a little 
tougher. He declared the young 
doctors, whose education he paid 
for, were “eligible for the draft.” 
Even that threat got almost no 
action. The doctors were not think- 
ing of the boys fighting in Korea, 
or the need for physicians to take 


at dubious honor. 


they were thinking of the “fat 


pickings” from their medical “prac- 
tices.” Washington is a rich field 
for a doctor. It is-easy for him to 
make a pile of money, especially 
if he’s a “specialist” in a comfort- 
able office. 7 

Even if Uncle Sam talked a lit- 
tle tough, he did not seem to mean 
it. He let the young civilian doc- 
tors “examine” each other, to see 
if they were “physically qualified 
for military service.” Many must 
have taken crooked advantage of 
this peculiar arrangement, as is 
proved by the fact that half of 
the “eligible” doctors in Washing- 
ton were found “disqualified” for 
the draft. 

Now Uncle Sam is talking a lit- 
tle tougher. He says some doctors 
will be drafted as privates. Even 
that means they will soon be com- 
missioned as officers, but at lower 

}ranks than if they had. volun- 
and without the $100 
monthly “bonus.” 

But the doctors think Uncle 
Sam still does not mean what he 
says. They still believe they can 
escape paying their debt to the 
‘people, and stay with their “fat 
pickings,” if they hold back long 
enough, 

One reason for the doctors’ 
shocking attitude is that they are 
“feeling their oats.’ The “organ- 
ized doctors” spent millions of dol- 
lars in last year’s political cam- 
paigns, to defeat liberal candidates 
who favored national health in- 
surance. Doctors had a lot of 
success with their reactionary
